ENGLISH FOR MIXBD COURTS. 

As long ago as 1899, at the suggestion of 
Lord Cromer, Mr. M. Bellet, at that time 
President of the Mixed Coart of Appeal, sent a 
circular to the Presidents of the Mixed Courts 
of Cairo, Alexandria, and Mansourah, notifying 
them that when recruiting the staff of the 
Corts preference should be given to those 
candidates who had a knowledge’ of the 
English langaage. With the exception of Port 
Said, where an English-speaking fanctionary 
was appointed to the jadicia] delegation, the 
saggestion fell through chiefly because no 
Eoglishman-woald accept service in the Mixed 
Courts at the low rate of stipend allowed. In 
view of Great Britain’s position in Egypt, the 
indignity no Jess than inconvenience caused by 
the Courts not being "English spoken," is 
notorious. It ig a matter for the British Chamber 
of Commerce to orge,, once’ more, upon the 
attention of those whose interests are thus 
involved; and we hope with better resulta than 
ast time, 


TRAMWAYS IN KHARTOUM. 

That nothing sacceeds like success is amply 
illustrated by the history -of the tramways in 
Khartoum. In his report for 1904 the Governor 
of the Kbartoum Province writes :— 

‘The steam tramways started “on March 5, 
1904. At firat (although crowded when ron for 
trial free trips) the public did not take to them. 
The takings for 28 days in March were 
£B. 37.533.” 

* The Governor might have added, says the 
“Sudan Times,” that at the time no sangaine 
hopes were entertained by the public as to the 
ultimate success of this venture, and not one 
single merchant in Khartoum would have been 
willing to ran the tramway On his owo account. 
Bat in the Sudan as well ay in other countries 
the success of such schemes depends upon the 
peed of the public and the adequacy of the 
means osed to meet it. The need existed there 
and it reqaired someone to supply it cheaply 
and regolarly. Thos an end was put to the 
difficulty of crossing the distance between 
Khartoum and the Mogren.

CELEBRATIONS AT PORT SAID. | 


Oar Port Said Correspondent writes : — On 
the anniversary of the accession of H. H. the 
Khedive, H. B. the Governor of Port Said 
held atr official reception at the Gouvernotat 
Which wassattended by the Government offi- 
ciale, consuls, and a large number of notables 
of Port Said. In the afternoon his Excsllency 
gave an ‘AtHome” tos largeand distingaished 
gathering. 

There was an abundant display of flags 
in the town, and at sunset several houses were 
illaminated. The Gonvernorat was one mass 
of Japaneses lanterns and fairy lamps and 
presented a very fine appearance. 

In the evening a banquet was given by the 
Governor to 24 guests, who incladed all the 
Consuls and Government officiale, with the 
exception. of Snow Beyand the Portoguése 
Consa!, the former having being called away 
on urgent business. 

Our Fayoum Correspondent writes that the. 
Moudir, Mohamed Mahmoud Bey, held a 
reception on Accession Day which was at- 
tended by the ulema, -officials, Baropean resi- 
dente, and notables. The celebration ended by 
the firing of the usual salute. 

The following acoount of the Accession Day 
celebrations in Cairo was delayed in trans- 
mission :— 

One ‘Avoession Day is very like its prede- 
cessor, and the account of last year’s festivities 
in Cairo might very easily stand for those of 
yesterday. The same flags have been hung 
from the same hotels, and the same decorations 
and illaminations have lined the streets. The 
same fantasias have been in progress in the 
Esbekieh Gardens. The same magnificently 
uniformed ‘soldiers and officials have been, 
hurrying to and from the vice-regal presence ; 
and after nightfall the same crowd perambuol- 
ated the streets gazing in atolid wonder at the 
same marvels they wondered at just a year ago. 

The road to Abbassieh in the afternoon was 
filled with the asaal medley cf pedestrians and 
carriages all hurrying to take up their positions 
round the vast dasty parade groand where 
H.H. the Khedive was to hold his annual 
review of his troops. Mansfield Pasha ahd his 
myrmidons were as usual on the spot to 
marshal the crowd into its spportioned places 
and to mete ont justice to offenders against 
the common peace and order, Motor cara and 
catriages rolled into their respective enclosares, 
pedestrians gained whatever coins of vantage 
remained open to them, and troops took aptheir 
acoastomed places and dusted themselves with 
acoustomed sangfroid just as they did in other 
years. There was the usual wait before H. H, 
the, Khedive, wi'h his escort of Lancers and 
his reticue, arrived upon the scene and rode 
down the lines upon his proudly stepping 
steed. Once more he took up his placs beneath 
the blood-red standard while his bands played 
and troops passed by salating. First, the well 
appointed Lancers, then the field gans and 
mule battery, after them the cadet corga and 
the various regiments of infantry, Wheeling 
round at the farther eud of the ground they) 
retarned once-more in closer formation with 
standards flying, then the Lancers and artillery 
passed at thé trot and finally at the gallop, 
loud applause following them as they thon- 
dered by through the dust. On the con- 
clasion of the marcouvres the troops re-formed 
in long line acrosé the ground to receive the 
usual words of commendation from their 
sovereign, they in their turn signalizing their 
loyalty and devotion in the customary shoat 
from down the ranke, The entire proceedings 
lasted little over half an hoor, H.E. the 
Khedive leaving again with his escort in the 
direction of Koubbeh, while the troops, headed 
by their bande, dispgragd to their reapective 
quarters. Q)oce more the road became a seething 
mass of vehicles and humanity ; and once more 
Cairo was gained with an extraordinary absence 
of antoward socidents,

OLD RESIDENT'S SUGGESTION.

“An Old Resident” (Csiro) writes :—May I 
be allowed to ventilate through your colamne 
a grievance from which the whole community 
of Baropean residents in Egypt are more or 
less sufferers, viz., the relations existing 
between themselves and their native servants 
Is thers in Egypt any family, or even avy 
individual, whose life has not been made 
wretohed by the condact of his servants at 
some time or another !- Do We not all know 
the story of a suffragi engaged one day aud 
tarned away io a short time after a period of 
sofferiog and discomfort resulting from the 
incompetence or misconduct of the servant 3 

Unfortunately the servant question touches 
more forcibly the hambler and less affluent 
members of the Earopean community, as natu- 
rally the wages offsred by them are less than 
oap given by their wealthier neighboure, and 
y can only look for servants in the second 
or third ranks and cannot afford to be too 
critical of the character ot an applicant. I use 
the word ‘‘anfortunately” ot design because I 
believe that if the more important members of 
the community, and especially the highest class 
of officials, could be forced to suffer the same 
discomforts as their hambler brethren, a way 
would be found to put anend to, or at least to 
mitigaté, the present unhappy state of affairs. 
Ido not doubt that the official answer to 
apy complaint will be that nothing can be 
done, or we may be told that there exists 
registry for servants. That any registry in 
the proper sense of the term really existe, I 
deny. There is an Anthropometrical Bareau 
where accosed persons are measured and 
photographed, and where it can be ascertained 
ifs would-be servant has tean sentenced for 
theft or other offences. Personally, I myself 
would never dream of asking a preapmably 
respectable candidate for domestic sérvice to 
submit himself to the humiliating ordeal of 
being photographed and measured and 
examined to find ont if he is a convicted 
criminal, and.[ have never engaged any, out 
of nomberless servants, with the certificate of 
the Anthropometrical Bureau. Ouly one or 
two of the many applicante L.have interviewed,

The Diplomatic Corps will be 
received by the Grand Vizier to-morrow for 
condolences, and on Sunday by the Shah for 
congratulations. The date of the enthrenement 
has been fixed for 2nd Febraary. (Reuter) 


The Shah died at 11 


‘An official telegram which arrived at the 
Persian Consulate, Alexandria, lagt night con- 
firmed the news of the death of the Shah. 


Mozaffar-ed-din.was 53 years of age, and 
has roled for over ten years; 
comparatively modern, for it dates from 1794, 
when the great great-grandancle of the late 
Shah obtained the Crown after a civil war 
which lasted fifteen years, and fuanded the 
dynasty of the Kajirs, of which there have 
been’ five sovereigns. From his fifth year 
Moraffar-ed-din livéd in Tabris as Wali Ahd, 
or Heir Apparent, As he was not beloved 
by his father, Navr-ed-din, he was appointed 
‘Governor of the Province of Azrbijan, on the 
Russian frontier. The fatare monarch was 
for the most part fortunate in having excellent 
teachers, who neglected nothing in order to 
make bim worthy to rule one day over the 
people of Sadi, Hafiz, and Firdazi. Before he 
had attained his twentieth year the Heir 


‘| Apparent knew not only the old national 


langoage of Iran bat also Kardish, Tarkish, 
and Arabic; and there is probably at this 
moment in the East no scholar who was the 
late Shah’s equal in bis'knowledge of ancient 
Oriental literature. Ino the interpretation of 
the Koran, one of the most important subj scts 
of Oriental edacation, the Shah was a master, 
and his personal opinions on dispated points 
have long been held in the greatest esteem, 
Five times daily the Shah observed the abla- 
tions and prayers ordained by the sacred book, 
Moreover, he never tasted wine or any other 
form of alcoholic beverage, and-this anwonted 


abstemiousness’ was all the more to his oredit, 


as the injanotion uttered by the Koran on this 
point is certainly very little observed by the 
Persians. Many soogs in praise of wine are 
to be found in the works of the Persian poets, 
for the Anacreontio singers of lran.do not 
confine their odes to extolling the scent of the 
rose and the song of the nightingale, However, 
in this respect, the Shah felt bound to set a 
good exainple, 

Moz iffar ed-din devoted special attention to 
philosophical stadies, and he was ptobably the 
only roler who took a delight in reading Plato 
and Aristotle. Modern philosophy in th form of 
the “System of Monods’” by Leibnits, and of 
Kant's “Cutegories,” was also a favourite stady, 
‘The little qourt.at Tabris had quite a medieval 
aspect, for it was thronged by poste, learned 
men, and philosophers ; and, in addition to the 
pleasores of the chase, it was the late Shah’s 
favourite pastime to discuas with these. men the
